A. PROCEDURE 

2. The procedure described below has been followed : 

(i) The Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to 
as Authority), under the above Rules, received a 
written petition from M/s. Kesar Petroproducts Ltd, 
Mumbai on behalf of the domestic industry, alleg¬ 
ing dumping of Bisphenol-A originating from 
Russia and Brazil; 

(ii) The Authority during the course of investigation of 
allegations of dumping of Bisphenol-A against 

Russia and Brazil noticed that the exports of 
Bisphenol-A from USA prima facie also appeared 
to have been made at a price lower than the domes¬ 
tic price in USA necessitating further investigation 
in the matter. 

(iii) The Authority notified the Embassy of US A before 
proceding to initiate the investigation in accordance 
with Sub-Rule (5) of Rule 5 supra; 

(iv) The Authority issued a Public Notice dated 20th 
November, 1995 published in the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary, initiating suo motu anti-dumping pro¬ 
ceedings concerning import 1 of Bisphenol-A origi¬ 
nating in or exported from USA classified under 
heading 2907.23 of Schedule 1 of the Customs 
Tariff Act, 1975 and No. 2907,23.00 under Indian 
Trade Classification (based on Harmonized Com¬ 
modity Description and Coding System); 

(v) The Authority forwarded a copy of the said public 
notice to the known exporters, importers, industry 
associations and to M/s. Kesar Petroproducts Ltd., 
Mumbai and gave them an opportunity to make their 
views known in writing and to request for an oral 
hearing, 

(vi) According to sub-rule (3) of Rules 6 supra, the 
Authority provided a copy of the information relied 
upon by the Authority for initiating the investiga¬ 
tions to all the known exporters and Embassy of 
USA; 


(vii) The Embassy of USA in New Delhi was also in¬ 
formed about the initiation of investigation and was 
requested to advise the exporters/producers from 
their country to respond to the questionnaire within 
the prescribed time; 

(viii) The Authority sent questionnaires, to elicit relevant 
information, to the known exporters. M/s. Mitsui & 
Co. (USA) Inc., USA; 

(ix) M/s. Kesar Petroproducts Ltd., Mumbai, the domes¬ 
tic industry, was also requested to furnish details 
considered relevant for the investigation; 

(x) The questionnaire was sent to the following import¬ 
ers of Bisphenol-A in India:

(xi) DGCI&S, Calcutta, was requested to furnish details 
of all the imports of Bisphenol ‘A’ into India from 
April 1993 to March 1995. 

(xii) ASSOCHAM, CII and FICCI, the trade associations 
were also informed about the said initiation. 

(xiii) A Public File was made available by the Authority 
for inspection by any of the interested party. 

(xiv) The Indian Embassy in USA was requested to indi¬ 
cate names and addresses of the producers/export¬ 
ers of Bisphenol ‘A’ in USA prices of Bisphenol 
‘A’ in the domestic market in USA and the address 
of the Deptt. of Govt, of USA who is dealing with 
the exports of Bisphenol-A in USA. The Embassy 
of India in USA fttmished such details and distribu¬ 
tors pricing for one of the producer/exporter. The 
price list was, however, effective from 6-1-1995 (i.e. 
post investigation period). 

(xv) The Embassy of USA at New Delhi was also re¬ 
quested vide letter dated 14-12-1995 to furnish the 
following information:— 

(a) Name(s) and addresses of the exporters and pro¬ 
ducers of Bisphenol 'A' in USA; 

(b) Name(s) and addresses of the concerned Gov-

eminent department in USA who are dealing 
with exports of goods in USA. 

No information, however, was received in this 
regard from the Embassy; 

(xvi) Names and addresses of the exporters/producers 
obtained from the Indian Embassy in US A vide let¬ 
ter dated 12-1 -1996 were fiirnished to the Embassy 
of USA at New Delhi with a request to fbmish de¬ 
tailed information regarding exports of Bisphenol 
‘A’ made by these producers/exporters. 

(xvii) The Embassy of USA at New Delhi informed the 
Authority to communicate with the private US firms 
to solicit their cooperation vide letter dated 
16-1-1996. 

(xviii) The Embassy of USA at New Delhi sought exten¬ 
sion of time vide their letter dated 23-1-1996 and 
enclosed a letter from the United States Deptt. of 
Commerce. This was agreed to by the Authority, 
and the last date was extended to 15-2-1996, 

(xix) None of the exporters filed response to the ques¬ 
tionnaire. Only one of the importers, viz. M/s CibatuI 
Ltd. filed response to the questionnaire, in the form 
and manner prescribed. 

(xx) A Public Hearing was held by the Authority on 12th 
March, 1996 in order to provide furt her opportunity 
to importers, exporters, domestic industries, and Em¬ 
bassy of USA to defend their interest. The hearing 
was attended by the following :

(a) KesarPetroproducts Ltd!, Mumbai, 

(b) CibalulLtd., Valsad, 

(c) Pragati Chemicals Ltd., Mumbai, 

(d) Delta Industrial Resins Pvt. Ltd., Mumbai,

(xxi) All the parties who attended the said public hearing 
were advised to present their submissions made in 
the public hearing in writing for obtaining counter 
comments from the other party(ies) to the investi¬ 
gation and the written submissions received from 
the party(ies) were made available to the other 
party(ies) for their counter comments; 

(xxii) The Authority sought and verified information 
deemed necessary for the investigation, and to this 
end investigations were carried out at the premises 
of the domestic industry's head office and works. 

(xxiii) The Authority also conducted cost investigation and 
worked out optimum Cost of production and cost to 
make and sell Bisphenol-A in India on the basis of 
Generally Accepted Accounting Principles and rule 
6(8) of the Rules supra so as to ascertain as to 
whether anti dumping duty lower than the dumping 
margin would be adequate to remove the injury. 


(xxiv) The investigation covered the period from 1st April, 
1994 to 30th Sept., 1994. 

B. DOMESTIC INDUSTRY'S VIEWS 

3. The domestic industry made the following major points: 

(a) The investigation would be governed by the provi¬ 
sions brought into effect from 1-1-1995; 

(b) Once imports from Japan came down due to impo¬ 
sition of anti dumping duty, count ries such as Rus¬ 
sia, Brazil and USA started exporting Bisphenol-A 
at dumped prices to India; 

(c) The Authority may rely on the data already on record 
and the conclusions derived therefrom from the in¬ 
vestigations in regard to Brazil and Russia; 

(d) Since there has been no response from the exporter 
on the issue of Normal Value, the facts brought out 
in the initiation notification, being unrebutted, may 
be adopted in determining anti dumping duty; 

(e) Exports from USA have continuously been increas¬ 
ing and tlie same is significant both in absolute and 
relative terms; 

(f) The average sale realisation for the domestic indus¬ 
try was very low and unremimerative, resulting in 
losses; 

(g) The excess of fair selling price over the landed cost 
of imports from USA amounting to Rs. 31362 per 
MT may be imposed as anti-dumping duty to en¬ 
able domestic industry to earn a reasonable return. 

C. EXPORTERS7PRODUCERS' VIEWS 

4. None of the exporters/producers have directly re¬ 
sponded to the Authority in the form and manner prescribed. 
One of the exporter. M/s. Mitsui & Co. (U.S.A.), Inc., de¬ 
clining the invitation to appear at the hearing scheduled for 
March 12, 1996 intimated that they have made only two in¬ 
significant shipments of off-spec product in 1992 and 1994 
and that they did not believe it prudent to devote resources to 
the investigation.- M/s. Ashland Chemical Company re¬ 
sponded that they have had no sales of the product Bisphenol- 
A to India during investigation period. Some of the import¬ 
ers have enclosed a copy of the letter from M/s. First Inter¬ 
continental Corporation, USA, who are said to be exporting 
Bisphenol-A to India. The exporter has stated that it shall not 
export Bisphenol-A directly or through an authorised agent 
below the prevailing export price in USA, depending upon 
quantity contracted for standard quality material, 

D. IMPORTER'S VIEWS 

5. The major views expressed by the importers in the pub¬ 
lic hearing and reproduced in writing are as follows: 

(a) Since it has been mentioned in the Initiation Notifi¬ 
cation that imports of Bisphenol-A from USA 
alongwith imports from Brazil and Russia are caus-

ing injury to the Indian domestic industry and Anti 
Dumping Duty has already been imposed in respect 
of imports from Russia and Brazil, it cannot be said 
that imports of Russia and Brazil are causing injury 
any more. Under the circumstances, the imports from 
USA cannot be said to be causing any injury to the 
domestic industry, 

(b) Imports from USA during the period of investiga¬ 
tion were only to the tune of 300 MT, 

(c) Import price of Bisphenol-A from USA was lower 
dining the period on account of import ofbulk quan¬ 
tities of off-spec material in jumbo bag packings. 
Enclosing a letter from an agency indicating that their 
principal had supplied inferior quality material at 
USD 650 per MT during 1994 and that the standard 
price of normal quality Bisphenol-A that time used 
to remain in the range of USD 900 to 980 pmt cif 
Bombay in standard packing, an importer viewed 
that it is not desirable to compare normal price with 
import price for sub standard material in packing of 
1000 kgs, against normal packing of 25 kg packs. 

(d) The imports during the period April 93 to March 95 
attracted prices of USD 770 to 1067 pmt cif Bombay 
and was USD 770 pmt during the period of investi¬ 
gation. 

(e) Price adjustments on account of differential in qual¬ 
ity, quantum of imports and packing in bulk quanti¬ 
ties to the time of USD 417 pmt being the difference 
of the highest import price during July 93 by an¬ 
other importer of the material and actual price of 
offspec grade imports duripg the period of investi¬ 
gation be made. 

(f) An amount of USD 105 to USD 110 pmt may be 
considered as adjustment towards frieght, insurance 
and other charges for working out fob price in USA 
according to their practical experience. 

(g) The Normal value indicated in the InitiationNotifi- 
cation was for the period of April 94 to May 94. 
Apart from the fact that the price is only for a pe¬ 
riod, price of Bisphcnol-A in USA at no point of 
time ruled as high as USD 3600 per MT. 

(h) M/s. Kesar Petroproducts Ltd. have stated, in a let¬ 
ter to the Authority, that their prices to local cus¬ 
tomers during April 93 to April 94 were USD 1875 
per MT. Had the normal value of Bisphenol-A in 
USA been as high as USD 3600 per MT., the do¬ 
mestic industry could have made excellent profits 
by exporting to USA. 

(i) The price mentioned in the Chemical Market Re¬ 
porter is a retail price for small quantities of one or 
half kg. One of the importer has imported 300 mt in 
one single deal during the period. 

j) Profitability of the domesitic industry is improving 


and domestic industry is shortly increasing its ca¬ 
pacity to 10,000-12,000 MT. 

E. EXAMINATION AND FINDINGS BY 
AUTHORITY 

6. The submissions made by the exporters, importers, do¬ 
mestic industry and other interested parties have been 
examined and considered while arriving at these findings and 
wherever appropriate have been dealt hereinafter. 

7. The Authority confirms, in the absence of any direct re¬ 
sponse from the exporters in the form and manner prescribed, 
having made the findings on the basis of the fact available to 
it as per rule 6(8) supra. 

8. The cases of new exporters or those stated to be willing 
to give price undertaking shall be considered, on request, by 
the Authority in accordance with the Rules supra. 

F LIKE ARTICLES 

9. The product under consideration is Bisphenol A. 
Bisphenol 'A' is an organic chemical and is manufactured out 
of Phenol and Acetone. There are two grades namely Epoxy 
grade and Polycarbonate grade. It is, however, noted that 
cheiqical names, molecular formula and other properties such 
as molecular weight, boiling point, melting point, specific 
gravity, specific heat etc. are similar for the two grades. Ma¬ 
jor uses for the two grades are also similar except that Poly¬ 
carbonate grade can also be used for Polycarbonate resins. In 
view of the above and after examining the various aspects 
with regard to like product, it is considered that both these 
grades are covered under the scope of these investigations 
and Bisphenol 'A' produced in India and imported from USA 
are like articles within the meaning of the rules. 

10. Bisphenol-A is classified under Customs Tariff code 
No, 2907.23.00 and falls under Open General Licence (OGL) 
category. The classification is, however, mentioned for the 
sake of convenience and is not binding on the present inves¬ 
tigation. 

G. DOMESTIC INDUSTRY 

11. Bisphcnol-A is produced in India by (a) M/s. Kesar Petro 
Products Ltd., 7, Nagin Mahal, 2nd Floor, Veer Nariman 
Road, Churchgatc, Mumbai-110020 and (b)M/s. CibatulLtd,, 
P.O. AtuI-396020, Dist. Valsad, Gujarat. It is, however, noted 
that M/s. Cibatul is an importer of the product and, therefore, 
cann'tbe considered as a constituent of the domestic industry 
under the Anti-dumping rules supra. It is, therefore, consid¬ 
ered that M/s. Kesar Petroproducts Ltd. constitutes the do¬ 
mestic industry and has been referred to as domestic industry 
in these findings. 

H NORMAL VALUE 

12. The Normal Value of Bisphenol-A in USA was consid¬ 
ered at the time of initiation on the basis of prices published 
in a Magazine i.e. Chemical Marketing Reporter. The do¬ 
mestic industry had earlier during the course of investigation 
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relating to Russia and Brazil provided photocopies of rel¬ 
evant pages of Chemical Marketing Reporter issues from 
28-12-1992 till 30.5.1994 and the Normal Value was consid¬ 
ered on the basis of prices published between April 1994 to 
May 1994 and notified in the initiation notification. 

13. During the course of on the spot investigation at the 
premises of domestic industry, the relevant information from 
11-7-1994 till 11-12-95 was also collected. It is observed that 
the domestic prices reported by the magazine during 1994 
remains almost at the same level except during a short period 
of March to May 94, when steep increase of over 80% in 
prices of the product has been reported. 

14. None of the exporters from USA, though some of them 
acknowledged having known the investigation, furnished any 
information regarding normal value of the product inspite of 
providing them adequate opportunity. 

15. The Indian Embassy in USA furnished prices of 
Bisphenol-A in the domestic market in USA on the basis of 
distributors pricing for one of the producers in USA. Though 
it is found that the price list is effective from 6-1-95, i.e., the 
post investigation period, yet it leads to the conclusion that 
the increase in the prices shown in the Magazine for a short 
period from March, 94 is not justified. 

16. Some of the importers argued that the prices mentioned 
in the Chemical Market Reporter was a retail price of small 
quantities of one or half kg. None of the importers could, 
however, substantiate their claim instate of adequate oppor¬ 
tunity provided to them. Similarly, none of the exporters from 
USA either provided any information on normal value of the 
product in USA or claimed any adjustments for working out 
cx-works normal value disclosed in the initiation notifica¬ 
tion. 

17. The Authority considered all these factors and found 
that it would be appropriate to consider, for the purpose of 
these preliminary findings, normal value on the basis of the 
information available on record. Accordingly, ex-works nor¬ 
mal value has been worked out on the basis of normal do¬ 
mestic prices, ignoring abnormal changes, reflected in the 
Magazine during the period of investigation. 

I. EXPORT PRICE 

18. None of the exporters furnished information on export 
price-, wr cooperated with the Authority inspite of the fact 
that one of the exporters admitted to have exported offspec 
material during the period of investigation to India. One of 
the importers furnished details of imports of the product, but 
the same cannot be described as complete. The export price 
has to be, therefore, worked out in accordance with the best 
available information. 

19. The importer who have furnished the details of their 
imports as per the questionnaire prescribed by the Authority, 
imported more than 95% of the total known imports during 
April, 1993 to September, 1994. (The importer is being re¬ 
ferred to as major importer hereinafter). None of the other 
importers has fijrnished the details of the imports made by 


them. Recognising that imports made by the major importer 
reflects the prices at which Bisphenol-A has been exported 
to India, the Authority adopts the actual cif import price of 
the product during period of investigation of the major im¬ 
porter as the cif export price for the exporters in USA. 

20. The major importer claimed that import price of 
Bisphenol-A from USA was lower dining the period of in¬ 
vestigation on account of import of bulk quantities of offspec 
material in jumbo bag packings. Enclosing a letter from an 
agency indicating that their principal had supplied inferior 
quality material at USD 650 per MT dining 1994 and that the 
standard price of normal quality Bisphenol-A that time used 
to remain in the range of USD 900 to 980 pmt cif Bombay in 
standard packing, the importer viewed that it is not desirable 
to compare normal price with import price for sub-standard 
material in packing of 1000 kgs against normal packing of 
25 kg packs. 

21. The importer has furnished supporting evidence with 
regard to its contention of poor quality in the form of its labo¬ 
ratory report aad analytical report of the material which indi¬ 
cates that the Apha of the material (which decides the color 
and hence quality of the Bisphenol-A) was very high. The 
exporter from USA and their Indian agent also supported the 
fact of having exported offspec product to India during pe¬ 
riod of investigation. The importer has also submitted docu¬ 
mentary evidence in support of their claim of having imported 
the material in bulk quantity in jumbo bags of around 1000 
kg approx. 

22. None of the other importers have cooperated with the 
Authority and it is not known whether the material imported 
by them was also Off-specs. 

23. During the course of spot verification at the premises 
of domestic industry this aspect was investigated in detail 
and it was found that the selling prices of Bisphenol-A for 
the domestic industry also greatly varies depending upon 
quantum of sales and/or Color. 

24. Under the circumstances, in spite of non-cooperation 
from the exporters, it is considered appropriate to allow ad¬ 
justments claimed by the major importer on account of bulk 
sales, sub-standard quality and Jumbo packing size. Since 
the major importer furnished the cif price of goqd quality 
Bisphenol-A in small quantities importedffomUSA by other 
importers, it is appropriate to consider the same as a base, for 
the purpose of preliminary findings, for adjustments on ac¬ 
count of the above claimed factors. 

25. The Authority, in view of the above facts, therefore, 
has adjusted the cif export price of Bisphenol-A by an amount 
equivalent to the difference between the import price of good 
quality Bisphenol-A imported in small quantities by the other 
importers from USA during the period of investigation and 
the actual cif import price of the sub-standard quality of bulk 
purchase in jumbo bags imported by the major importer to 
arrive at the adjusted cif export price. 

26. For fair comparison, cif export price is to be appropri- 
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atcly adjusted to work out ex-works export price. Since 
none of the exporter has cooperated with the Authority, fob 
export price is to be derived from cif export price on the 
basis of fact available with the Authority. One of the import¬ 
ers, inits reply, indicated that adjustment of an amount of 
USD 171.50 per metric tonne, as suggested by the domestic 
industry, towards freight insurance and other charges for 
working out fob price in USA is not correct. It fiirther indi¬ 
cated that according to their practical experience, it is in the 
region of USD 105 to USD 110 pmt. Though documentary 
evidence in support of the said claim has not been made avail¬ 
able by the importer, the Authority, for the preliminary find¬ 
ings, made the adjustment towards ocean freight, insurance 
etc. to the extent claimed by the importer to estimate the fob 
export price. The fob export price estimated is considered as 
ex-works export price in the absence of any further informa¬ 
tion made available in this regard. 

J COMPARISON 

27. For the purpose of fai r comparison between the normal 
value and the export price, the Authority took into account 
the information furnished by the domestic industry, importer 
and the best information available with the Authority in the 
absence of any direct response in the prescribed form and 
manner from the exporters. The Authority has compared nor¬ 
mal value with weighted average export price, both at ex- 
works level, for the known exporter and has arrived at fol-

28. The Authority recognises that the normal value and 


export price during the investigation period only are relevant 
for deciding dumping, and the export price from India or third 
countries and that the current export price to India or prices 
prevailing in India or international prices are not relevant for 
the purpose. 

K INJURY 

29. Under Rule 11 supra, annexure-II, when a finding of 
injury is arrived at, such finding shall involve determination 
of the injury to the domestic industry, "...taking into account 
all relevant facts, including the volume of dumped imports, 
their effect on prices in the domestic market for like articles 
and the consequent effect of such imports on domestic pro¬ 
ducers of such articles,...". In considering the effect of the 
dumped imports on prices, it is considered necessary to ex¬ 
amine whether there has been a significant price undercut¬ 
ting by tire dumped imports as Compared with the price of the 
like product in India, or whether the effect of such imports is 
otherwise to depress prices to a significant degree or prevent 
price increases, which otherwise would have occurred, to a 
significant degree, 


30, For the examination of the impact on the domestic in¬ 
dustry in India, the Authority considered such further indices 
having a bearing on the state of industry as production, ca¬ 
pacity utilization, sales, stock, profitability, net sales 
realisation, etc. 

a. Volume and Market Share of Dumped Imports: 

31. Imports of Bisphenol-A from USA, prorata increased 
to more than three fold during the period of investigation 
compared to 1993-94 as per the facts available, resulting in 
sharp increase in the volume of imports in absolute terms. 
Further, the volume of dumped imports from USA in rela¬ 
tion of the total imports reported by DGCIS of the product 
and its salt exceeds the limit prescribed in rule 14 of the Rules 
supra. 

3 2. The sharp increase in imports in absolute terms conse¬ 
quently resulted in increased market share of the imports from 
USA in the total demand of the product in the Country. 

b. Export prices from USA: 

33. The CIF Export Frige of the product from USA de¬ 
clined by about 13 percent during the period of investigation 
as compared to 1993-94 and by about 24% as compared to 

1992- 93. 

c. Production and Capacity Utilization: 

34. Production of the domestic industry increased about 25 
percent during the period of investigation as compared to 
prorata production in previous year (though that year was 
not normal due to dumping by Japan), resulting in increased 
capacity utilization during the corresponding period. It is, 
however, noted that the domestic industry has been export¬ 
ing Bisphenol-A in substantial quantities and also producing 
the same on job work basis. Manufacturing of Bisphenol-A 
involves continuous process technology and, therefore, do¬ 
mestic industry has been able to continuously improve its 
production and capacity utilization, in spite of dumping by 
Japan,Russia, Brazil and USA. 

d. Sales in Absolute Terms: 

35. The domestic industry has been able to increase its sales 
consistently since commercialization of production in Octo¬ 
ber 92 and the same increased by an average of over 67 per¬ 
cent during the period of investigation as compared to 1993- 
94. It, however, appears that the said increase in sales quan¬ 
tum is a direct consequence of fall in the selling prices of the 
domestic industry. 

e. Average Sales Realisation: 

36. The unit sales realisation from domestic sales declined 
by about 15% during period of investigation as compared to 

1993- 94 and by more than 35% in relation to 1992-93. The 
authority observed that the average sales realisation during 
the period of investigation was lower than optimum cost of 
production resulting in losses to the domestic industry. 

F. Stocks: 

37. Stocks of Bisphenol-A with the domestic industry 
declined from) 052 MT (1992-93) to 824 MT (1993-94) and

803 MT (September 1994), it is, however, noted that decline 
in inventory vould be a result of reduction in selling prices 
by the domestic industry, undertaking export activities, job 
work and imposition of anti dumping duty on Japan. 

g. Price undercutting: 

38. The Authority finds that the exports from USA 
alongwith the exports from Russia and Brazil were undercut¬ 
ting the prices of Bisphenol-A in the Indian market and the 
domestic industry was forced to reduce its prices gradually 
and continuously in view of dumped imports from USA, 
Russia and Brazil. 

h. Price Suppression: 

39. The Authority finds that decline in the export prices by 
the exporter from USA over the previous year resulted in a 
situation of price suppression in the Indian market, which 
prevented the domestic industry to adjust its prices commen¬ 
surate with the increase in its cost of production. 

i. Profit/loss: 

40. The domestic industry has been incurring losses since 
inception including the period of investigation and the same 
is because of selling prices being far lower than cost of pro¬ 
duction. 

j. Conclusion on injury: 

41. The Authority is led to conclusion that all the relevant 
factors, cumulatively and collectively establish that the do¬ 
mestic industry has suffered material injury during the 
period of investigation. 

L. CAUSAL LINK 

42. In determining whether material injury to the domestic 
industry was caused by the dumped imports, the Authority 
took into account the following facts: 

(i) The imports of the product from USA increased sig¬ 
nificantly in absolute terms and relative to the production 
and consumption of the product in India. The share of USA 
in the total imports also increased significantly. As a direct 
consequence, the domestic industry lost its market share to a 
significant level. 

(ii) The substantial imports of Bisphenol-A from USA 
alongwith imports from Russia and Brazil at dumped prices 
forced the domestic industry to reduce its selling prices to 
unremunerative level which resulted in a situation of price 
urt r ercutting in the Indian market. 

(iii) The imports from USA alongwith the imports from 
Russia and Brazil suppressed the prices of the product in the 
Indian market to such an extent that the domestic industry 
was prevented from recovering its full cost of production and 
earn a reasonable profit from the sales of Bisphenol-A in 
India. 

43. The Authority thus arrived to the conclusion that the 
material injury to the domestic industry was casued by the 
dumped imports from USA alongwith the dumped imports 
Russia and Brazil. 


M. INDIAN INDUSTRY'S INTEREST 

44. The purpose of anti dumping duties, in general, is to 
eliminate dumping which is causing injury to the .domestic 
industry and to re-establish a situation of open and fair com¬ 
petition in the Indian market, which is in the general interest 
of the country. 

45. The Authority recognized that the imposition of anti 
dumping duties might affect the price levels of the products 
manufactured using Bisphenol-A and consequently might 
have some influence on relative competitiveness of these 
products. However, fair competition on the Indian market 
will not be reduced by the anti dumping measures, particu¬ 
larly if the levy of the anti dumping duty is limited to the 
amount necesary to redress the injury to the domestic indus¬ 
try. On the contrary, imposition of anti dumping measures 
would remove the unfai r advantages gained by dumping prac¬ 
tices, would prevent the decline of the domestic industry and 
help maintain availability of wider choice to the consumers 
of Bisphenol-A. The Authority notes that the imposition of 
anti dumping measures would not restrict imports from USA 
in any way, and therefore would not affect the availability of 
the product to the consumers. The consumers could still main¬ 
tain two or more sources of supply. 

46. To ascertain the extent of Anti-dumping duty neces¬ 
sary to remove the injury to the domestic industry, the Au¬ 
thority confirms that it has worked out reasonable selling price 
of Bisphenol-A in India for the domestic industry, by con¬ 
sidering the optimum cost of production at optimum level of 
Capacity Utilization for the domestic industry. The selling 
price, being based on confidential data provided by the do¬ 
mestic industry, has not been disclosed in these findings. 

47. Injury being caused to the domestic industry from 
factors other than dumping have not been considered by the 
Authority while recommending the amount of Anti Dump¬ 
ing Duty necessary to remove the injury to the domestic 
industry caused by dumped imports. 

48. The reduction in custom duties in no way affect the 
dumping per se. In so far as the injury is concerned, the 
Authority has calculated the level of injury being faced by 
the domestic industry after considering the custom duties pre¬ 
vailing during the period of investigation. 

49. The Authority notes that demand of Bisphcnol-A in 
India is less than the capacities available within the country. 
However, the Authority has worked out reasonable selling 
price considering bptimum level of Capacity Utilization, and 
therefore, the incidence of higher overheads because of larger 
capacity than the demand has been nullified. 

N. CONCLUSIONS 

50. The Authority has, after considering the foregoing, come 
to the conclusion that: 

* Bisphenol-A originating from or in USA has been 
exported to India below its normal value; 

* the Indian industry has suffered material injury, 
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H ' the injury has been commutatively caused by the 
imports from USA alongwith Russia and Brazil, 

51. The Authority, having already recommended imposi¬ 
tion of anti-dumping duty on imports originating in or from 
Russia and Brazil vide notification No. 9/11/94/ADD dated 
20th November, 1995, considers it necessary to impose an 
anti dumping duty provisionally, pending final determina¬ 
tion, oh all imports of Bisphenol-A originating from USA in 
order to remove in toto the material injury to the domestic 
industry. 

52. The Authority considered whether a duty lower than 
the dumping margin would be sufficient to remove the in¬ 
jury. The weighted average landed price of the imports for 
the exporter, for the purpose, was compared with the fair sell¬ 
ing price of the domestic industry, determined by the Au¬ 
thority for the period of investigation. The difference being 
less than the dumping margin, a duty lower than the dump¬ 


ing margin is considered. Accordingly, the Authority recom¬ 
mends that provisional anti dumping duties as set out below 
be imposed from the date of notification to be issued in this 
regard by the Central Government on all imports ofBisphenol-
